A  SUITLEMENT 

To  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  pi-ovide  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  Executive, 
Judicial,  and  Legislative  Departinonts  of  the  Commonwealth,  interest  on  the 
public  debt,  and  the  support  of  the  public  schools,  for  the  two  liscal  years  be- 
ginnins  June  first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  nineteeen  ;  and  for  the  pay- 
ment of  bills  incuricd  and  remaining  unpaid  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending 
May  thirty-first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  iiinetecn,"  as  approved  the  six- 
teenth day  of  July,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  nineteen  (Ap- 
propriation Acts,  page  thirty-four),  providing  for  deficiencies  in  certain  appro- 
priations made  to  the  Executive,  Judicial,  and  Legislative  Departments  by  the 
act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  and  f(ir  other  minor  expenses,  incurred  or  to 
be  incurred  to  May  thirty-first,  one  thousand  nine  iiundred  and  twenty-one.  by 
certain  of  the  Executive.  .Judicial,  and  Legish;ti\e  Departments,  not  provided 
for  by  said  act. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  kc,  That  the  following  sums,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  for  deticieucies  in  certain  appropriations 
made  to  the  Executive,  Judicial,  and  Legislative  Departments,  by 
the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  and  for  other  minor  expenses, 
incurred  or  to  be  incurred  to  May  thirty-first,  one  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  twenty-one,  by  certain  of  the  Executive,  Judicial,  and  Legis- 
lative Departments,  not  provided  for  by  said  act,  be,  and  the  same 
are  hereby,  specifically  appropriated  to  the  several  objects  hereinafter 
named,  to  be  made  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law,  and  to  be  paid 
out  of  any  moneys  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated:  Pro- 
vided, Tliat  all  sums  hereby  appropriated  shall  be  paid  on  the  war- 
rant of  the  Auditor  General  draAvn  upon  the  State  Treasurer,  unless 
otherwise  prescribed  by  law:  And  provided  further.  That  out  of  the 
amount  hereby  appropriated  to  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives there  shall  also  be  paid  salaries  and  mileages  for  any  additional 
officers  and  employes  for  the  session  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  twenty-one,  as  may  be  authorized  during  said  session. 

Section  2.  For  the  payment  of  the  deficiencies  in  certain  appro- 
priations made  to.  and  for  other  minor  expei:ses,  incurred  or  to  be 
i^icurred,  to  May  thirty-first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty- 
one,  by,  the  following  named  executive  departments  of  the  State 
Government,  the  following  sums,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary,  to  be  paid  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law: — 

Deparrment  of  the  Secretan*-  of  the  Commonwealth. 

For  the  payment  of  installing  a  card  index  sA'stem,  by  the  Library 
Bureau,  of  sixty  thousand  domestic  corporations  and  eleven  thou- 
sand foreign  corporations,  registering  and  numbering  the  same,  the 
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sum  of  nine  thousand  five  hundred  dollars    (|9,500),   or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

Auditor  General's  Department. 

For  the  payment  of  clerk  hire,  messengers,  and  watchmen,  includ- 
iiig  payment  of  special  investigators,  extra  and  temporary  clerks, 
as  the  Auditor  General  may  find  it  necessary  to  employ ;  the  expenses 
of  deputies,  traveling  auditors,  and  special  investigators,  while  en- 
gaged on  departmental  business;  payment  of  expenses  collecting 
delinquent  corporation  taxes;  for  postage,  expressage,  audv  other 
incidental  expenses;  for  the  payment  of  mileage  of  mercantile  ap- 
praisers ;  for  the  payment  of  costs  in  suits ;  for  the  necessary  ex- 
penses of  the  department,— the  sum  of  one  hundred  ten  thousand 
dollars  (.^110,000),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessar3^ 

For  the  payment  of  the  cost  of  advertising  the  State  Treasurer's 
monthly  statement  of  moneys  in  the  several  funds  of  the  Common- 
wealth, the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  (|10,000),  or  so  much  thereof 
as  may  be  necessary. 

For  the  payment  of  deficiency  for  increase  in  salary  of  the  Auditor 
General,  as  provided  for  in  "An  act  fixing  the  salaiy  of  the  Auditor 
General,"  approved  the  twelfth  day  of  June,  one  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  nineteen  (Pamphlet.  Laws,  four  hundred  and  sixty-five), 
the  sum  of  one  liundred  sixty-six  dollars  and  sixty-seven  cents 
($166.67),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary- 


Treasury  Department. 

For  the  payment  of  deficiency  in  clerk  hire,  messengers,  and  watch- 
men, including  payment  of  such  extra  and  temporary  clerks  as  the 
State  Treasurer  may  find  it  necessary  to  employ  for  the  purpose  of 
balancing  and  transferring  accounts,  making  new  indices,  listing  and 
depositing  receipts  of  the  motor  fund,  or  rendering  any  other  gen- 
eral assistance  to  the  regular  clerical  force;  and  for  the  payment  of 
postage,  express  charges,  traveling  expenses  of  the  State  Treasurer 
or  employes  of  the  department,  while  on  departmental  business,  and 
for  other  necessary  expenses  of  the  department, — the  sum  of  thirty- 
two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  (.f 32,500),  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary. 

For  the  payment  of  deficiency  for  increase  in  salary  of  the  State 
Treasurer  for  the  month  of'  May,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
twenty-one,  as  provided  for  in  "An  act  fixing  the  salary  of  the  State 
Treasurer,"  approved  the  twelfth  day  of  June,  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  nineteen  (Pamphlet  Laws,  four  hundred  and  sixty-fiv^), 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  sixty-six  dollars  and  sixty-seven  cents 
(1166.67),  or  so  much  thereof  as  mav  be  necessarv. 


Department  of  Internal  Affairs. 

For  the  payment  of  the  deficiency  in  the  appropriation  for  the  sal- 
aries of  officials,  clerks,  and  employes  in  the  Bureau  of  Municipalities 
in  the  Department  of  Internal  Affairs,  the  sum  of  four  thousand  dol- 
lars (|4,000),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 
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For  the  payment  of  the  deficiency'  in  the  appropriation  for  the 
employment  of  draftsmen  in  copying  surveys  and  other  papers  im- 
portant to  be  preserved  in  the  Land  OflOice  Bureau,  as  required  by  the 
act,  approved  the  sixteenth  day  of  February,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  thirty-three  (Pamphlet  La\^'s,  forty-seven),  to  carry  on  the 
work  to  May  thirty-first,  cue  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-one, 
the  sum  of  four  tliousand  dollars  f $1,000),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may 
l>e  necessary. 

For  the  payment  of  tl'e  deliciency  in  the  appropriation  for  the 
incidental  and  traveling  expenses *of  the  secretary  and  all  other  of- 
licers  and  eiiiployes  of  the  department;  for  the  payment  of  all  postage, 
contingent  and  incidental  expenses  of  the  Department  of  Internal 
Affairs  with  its  several  bureaus,  except  the  Bureau  of  Topographic 
and  Geological  Survey ;  for  the  payment  of  expert  services  and  such 
other  services  as  may  be  required  for  carrying  out  the  intent  and 
provisions  of  the  various  acts  of  the  department, — the  sum  of  eight 
thousand  dollars  (|S,000),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary; 
and  the  further  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  three  hundred  and  sixty-six 
dollars  and  thirty  cents  (|15,366.30),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary,  heretofore  appropriated  for  salaries  but  unexpended,  is 
iiei'eby  reap  propria  ted  for  the  iise  of  the  contingent  fund. 

School  Employes'  Retirement  Board. 

For  deficiency  in  expense  fund  to  be  used  for  the  payment  of  the 
salaries  of  the  secretary,  actuary,  chief  clerk,  assistant  clerks,  and 
stenographers,  postage,  expressage,  traveling  expenses,  contingent 
fund,  and  other  incidental  legal  expenses,  the  sum  of  forty-seven 
thousand  dollars  (|47,000),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  deficiency  in  contingent  reserve  fund,  as  provided  for  in  sec- 
tion eight,  paragraph  three,  of  the  act,  approved  the  eighteenth  day 
of  July,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seventeen  (Pamphlet  Laws, 
one  thousand  and  forty-three),  the  sum  of  one  hundred  ninety-five 
thousand  dollars  (|195,000),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  deficiency  in  State  annuity  reserve  fund  number  two,  as  pro- 
vided for  in  section  eight,  paragraph  five,  of  the  act,  approved  the 
eighteenth  day  of  July,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seventeen 
(Pamphlet  Laws,  one  thousand  and  forty-three),  the  sum  of  one  mil- 
lion twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($1,025,000),  or  so  much  thereof 
as  may  be  necessary. 

Insurance  Department. 

For  the  payment  of  contingent  expenses,  and  for  traveling  expenses 
of  ofiicers,  actuaries,  examiners,  and  inspectors,  the  sum  of  three 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars  (|3,500),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary. 

Department  of  Agriculture. 

Bureau  of  Animal  Industry. 

For  the  p'^yment  of  accrued  indemnity  claims  for  animals  de- 
stroyed to  prevent  the  spread  of  dangerous  communicable  diseases, 
the  sum  of  sixt3'^-two  thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixty-five  dollars 
and  fifteen  cents  (|62,965-.15),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  neces- 
sary. 
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Deijartmeiit  of  Forestry. 

For  the  payment  of  deficiency  in  tlie  amount  appropriated  for  the 
ne'jessary  expenses  to  be  incurred  in  the  administration  of  the  af- 
fairs of  the  Bureau  of  Forest  Protection,  for  the  two  years  ending 
May  thirty-first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-one,  the 
sum  of  fifty-five  thousand  dollars  (155,0^0)^  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessar3\ 

Department  of  Mines. 

For  the  payment  of  a  deficiency  in  the  amount  necessary  to  pay 
the  actual  traveling  expenses  of  the  mine  inspectors,  for  the  two 
years  ending  May  thirty -first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty- 
one,  the  sum  of  eighteen  thousand  dollars  ($18,000),  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  the  payment  of  a  deficiency  in  the  amount  necessary  to  pay 
the  compensation  and  expenses  attending  the  examination  of  mine 
inspectors,  mine  foremen,  assistant  mine  foremen,  and  fire  bosses, 
the  sum  of  seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  (|7,500),  or  so  much 
tliereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  the  payment  of  a  deficiency  in  the  amount  necessary  to  pay 
for  expert  electrical  service  in  connection  with  the  installation  of 
electrical  equipment  in  the  mines,  the  sum  of  eight  hundred  dollars 
(|800),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

Department  of  Public  Grounds  and  Buildings. 

For  the  payment  of  deficiency  in  appropriation  for  salaries  of  the 
chief  and  assistant  engineers  of  the  Caj)itol  power  plant,  and  all  other 
employes  required  in  conducting,  cleaning,  and  making  repairs  neces- 
sary for  the  safety  and  keeping  of  the  buildings  and  grounds,  the  sum 
of  seven  thousand  three  hundred  twenty-one  dollars  and  twenty-eight 
cents  (17,321.28),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  the  payment  of  deficiency  in  appropriation  for  the  cost  of 
general  supplies,  including  stationery,  supplies,  furniture,  fuel,  re- 
pairs, alterations,  and  improvements,  and  other  matters  required  by 
the  Legislature,  the  several  departments,  boards,  and  commissions 
of  the  State  Government,  and  the  Executive  Mansion,  as  set  forth 
and  included  in  the  general  annual  schedule  of  supplies  for  the  State 
Governmefit,  the  sum  of  five  hundred  sixty  thousand  dollars,  (|560,- 
000),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  the  payment  of  deficiency  in  appropriation  for  the  purchase 
of  any  article  of  furniture,  furnishings,  stationery,  supplies,  fuel ; 
for  the  construction  of  temporary  office  buildings;  and  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  cost  of  any  repairs,  alterations,  or  improvements,  the 
want  of  which  may  not  have  been  anticipated  at  the  time  of 
the  issue  of  the  annual  schedule  and  which  do  not  appear  in  the  same, 
and  for  which  requisitions  are  made  on  the  Superintendent;  for  im- 
provements, alterations,  repairs,  and  furnishings  at  the  Executive 
Mansion, — which  appropriation  shall  be  known  as  the  "Board's  Gen- 
eral Fund,"  the  sum  of  four  hundred  fifty  thousand  dollars  (|450,000), 
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or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary:  Provided,  That  no  ex- 
penditure from  said  fund  shall  be  made  by  the  superintendent  with- 
out first  receiving  authority  from  the  board  so  to  do:  And  provided 
also,  That  from  this  fund  shall  be  paid  any  bills  for  designs  or 
specifications  by  the  board:  And  provided  also,  tliat  in  aAvarding 
contracts  under  this  schedule,  proposals  for  such  contracts  shall  be 
invited  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Grounds  and  Buildings  in 
such  manner  and  at  such  times  as  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of 
Public  Grounds  and  Buildings  in  their  discretion  may  direct. 

For  deficiency  in  appropriation  for  the  payment  by  the  Super- 
intendent for  any  emergency  supplies,  the  want  of  which  may  not 
have  been  anticipated  at  the  time  of  the  issue  of  the  annual  schedule 
and  which  do  not  appear  therein,  and  for  which  requisitions  shall  be 
made  upon  the  Superintendent,  and  for  payment  by  the  Superin- 
tendent for  emergency  repairs  and  supplies,  and  for  the  payment 
of  all  temporary  help  for  the  care,  maintenance,  and  preservation 
of  the  public  grounds  and  buildings,  including  the  Executive .  Man- 
sion, which  appropriation  shall  be  known  as  the  "Board's  Contingent 
Fund,"  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  (|10,000),  or  so  much  thereof 
as  may  be  necessary. 

For  deficiency  for  the  cost  of  advertising  of  the  annual  schedule 
of  supplies,  the  sale  of  unserviceable  furnishings,  the  readvertising  of 
the  annual  schedule  when  necessary,  and  all  other  advertisements  as 
authorized  by  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Grounds  and 
Buildings  and  the  Superintendent,  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars 
(|5,000),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  deficiency  in  appropriation  for  the  payment  of  cost  of  electric 
current,  gas,  and  steam,  for  light,  heat,  and  power  for  the  public 
grounds  and  buildings,  where  not  supplied  from  the  Capitol  power 
})lant,  the  sum  of  twelve  thousand  dollars  (|12,000),  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  deficiency  for  the  payment  of  rental  charges  for  telephone 
service  and  other  patented  leased  office  devices,  the  cost  of  toll  and 
long  distance  telephone  messages  and  telegrams  for  the  Legislature, 
the  several  departments,  boards,  and  commissions  of  the  State  Govern- 
ment, and  the  Executive  Mansion,  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars 
(150,000),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

Department  of  Public  Printing  and  Binding. 

For  deficiency  in  appropriation  for  the  payment  of  paper,  en- 
velopes, and  other  supplies,  the  additional  sum"  of  two  hundred  fifty 
^.housand  dollars  (|250,000),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  neces- 
sary. 

For  deficiency  in  appropriation  for  the  payment  of  contingent  ex- 
penses, storage,  and  drayage,  the  additional  sum  of  three  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars  (|3,500),  or  so  much  thereof  as  mav  be  neces- 
sary. 

For  deficiency  in  payment  of  salary  of  make-up  clerk  of  Legislative 
Journal,  the  sum  of  eleven  lumdred  dollars  (|1,100),  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 
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Department  of  State  Police. 

For  deficiency  for  the  payment  of  keep  of  horses,  renewal  of  uni- 
forms, horse  equipment,  replacing  horses,  rent  of  barracks,  mainte- 
nance of  substations,  purchase  and  maintenance  of  motor  vehicles, 
transportation,  legal  expenses,  medicine,  medical  attendance,  and 
funeral  expenses  of  the  men  injured  or  killed  in  line  of  duty,  and 
other  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  the  discretion  of  the  Super- 
intendent in  the  proper  operation  of  the  Department  of  State  Police 
and  the  State  Police  Force,  for  two  years  ending  the  thirty-first  day 
of  May,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-one,  the  sum  of 
eighty-five  thousand  dollars  ($85,000),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary. 


Department  of  State  Police. 

Bureau  of  Fire  Protection. 

For  deficiency  for  the  payment  of  the  contingent  expenses  of  the 
Bureau  of  Fire  Protection;  for  salaries  and  traveling  expenses  of 
members  of  bureau  and  assistants ;  reporting  of  fires  and  mileage 
incident  thereto ;  investigation  of  incendiary  fires ;  inspection  of 
property;  attorneys  fees  for  assistance  in  the  prosecution  of  arson 
cases;  costs,  witness  fees,  taking  of  testimony,  serving  of  processes; 
demolition  and  removal  of  dilapidated  buildings  and  dangerous  fire 
hazards;  preparing  and  disseminating  knowledge  of  fire  prevention; 
and  any  other  necessary  expenses  connected  with  carrying  out  the 
provisions  of  the  act  creating  the  Bureau  of  Fire  Protection,  for  two 
years  ending  the  thirty-first  day  of  May,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  twenty-one,— the  sum  of  six  thousand  dollars  (|6,000),  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

The  Public  Service  Commission  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania. 

For  the  payment  of  the  deficiency  in  the  salaries,  wages,  or  fees, 
of  experts,  engineers,  inspectors,  examiners,  accountants,  investi- 
gators, reporters,  statisticians,  technical  assistants,  testers,  drafts- 
men, clerks,  stenographers,  messengers,  janitor,  and  other  employes; 
fees  and  expenses  of  witnesses;  the  purchase  of  laboratory  apparatus 
and  supplies,  and  of  postage,  books,  stationery,  printing,  and  other 
materials  for  which  requisition  may  not  be  made;  in  the  making  of 
special  field  examinations,  valuations,  and  appraisals  of  plants, 
facilities  and  properties  of  public  service  companies;  inspection  and 
regulation  of  grade  crossings  and  other  facilities;  inspection  and 
testing  of  meters,  lamps,  and  standards ;  inspection  and  regulation  of 
safety  devices,  safeguards  and  other  facilities  necessary  for  pre- 
vention of  accidents;  investigation  of  accidents;  examination, 
analysis,  and  investigation  of  rates  and  tainflfs;  special  field  examina- 
tions and  analj^sis  of  accounts  and  records ;  development  and  adminis- 
tration of  systems  of  accounts  to  be  prescribed;  development  and  ad- 
ministration of  reports  to  be  prescribed ;  examination  and  analysis 
of  reports  and  compilation  of  data,  information,  and  statistics  re- 
specting public  service  company  development,  and  also  the  activities 
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of  the  commission ;  the  formulation,  supervision,  and  analysis  of  ap- 
plications, complaints,  petitions,  and  other  proceedings;  reporting 
and  recording  of  testimony;  economic,  engineering,  accounting,  and 
judicial  research  by  the  commission  and  its  agents,  and  their  co- 
operation with  other  bodies  engaged  in  such  research ;  classification, 
indexing,  and  filing  of  documents,  reports,  tariffs,  records,  corre- 
spondence, et  cetera;  conduct  of  hearings  and  investigations  before 
the  commission;  and  for  meeting  all  other  responsibilities  and  per- 
forming all  other  duties  prescribed  by  the  Public  Service  Company 
Law  and  the  amendments  thereto,  and  for  the  traveling  expenses  of 
commissioners,  counsel,  experts,  engineers,  inspectors,  examiners, 
accountants,  investigators,  and  other  employes, — the  sum  of  twenty- 
five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  neces- 
sary. 

Water  Supply  Commission. 

For  the  payment  of  the  deficiency  in  the  salaries  and  expenses  ol 
engineers,  engineering  assistants,  experts  and  clerical  assistants,  em- 
ployed by  the  commission  in  making  examinations  and  reports  upon 
applications  for  v/ater  and  water-power  company  charters,  mergers, 
consolidations,  and  new  or  additional  supplies  of  water,  and  water- 
power,  investigations  and  reports  of  the  status  of  water  and  water- 
power  company  charters;  special  examinations,  investigations  and 
reports  upon  protests  lodged  with  the  commission ;  the  establishment 
and  maintenance  and  operation  of  stream-gauging  stations;  and 
other  expenses  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  various  laws  re- 
lating to  or  affecting  the  Water  Supply  Commission  of  Pennsylvania, 
for  the  two  years  ending  the  thirty-first  day  of  May,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  twenty-one, — the  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars 
(|4,000),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

For  the  payment  of  the  deficiency  in  salaries  and  expenses  of  en- 
gineers, engineering  assistants,  experts,  and  clerical  assistants,  em- 
ployed by  the  Commission  in  making  examinations  and  reports  upon 
dams  and  other  encroachments  now  existing  or  hereafter  to  be 
placed  in  or  along  any  of  the  streams  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Penn- 
sylvania, for  the  two  years  ending  the  thirty-first  day  of  May,  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-one,  the  sum  of  eight  thousand 
dollars  (|8,000),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 

Judiciary  Department. 
Supreme  Court  Judges. 

For  the  payment  of  the  deficiency  in  the  salary  of  the  chief  clerk 
in  the  office  of  the  prothonotary  of  the  Supreme  Court  for  the  eastern 
district,  the  sum  of  six  hundred  dollars  (|600),  or  so  much  thereof 
as  may  be  necessary. 

For  the  deficiency  in  the  salary  of  a  clerk  in  the  office  of  the  pro- 
thonotary of  the  Supreme  Court,  western  district,  the  sum  of  four 
hundred  dollars  (|400),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary. 
^  For  the  payment  of  the  deficiency  in  the  salary  of  a  clerk  as  as- 
sistant to  the  chief  clerk  in  the  prothonotary 's  office  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  eastern  district,  the  sum  of  six  hundred  dollars  (|600),  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary.
